CROMBIE ALLEN TELLS OF 
HIS TRIP AROUND 
WORLD 


Knowing Peoples Results in 
Liking Them Better and 
Having Better Understand- 
ing of Their Problems 








Measuring up fully to his: repu- 
tation as an entertaining speaker, 
Crombie Allen, editor of The Daily 
Report, addressed the members of 
the Upland Woman’s Club Tuesday 
afternoon at the Upland Hotel. 

The first twenty minutes of his 
talk was wholly given over to 
humorous remarks about himself 
and others and kept his hearers 
in gates of laughter, and some 
feared he would not get started 
on his trip around the world at 
all, ’ 

However, it all came about in 
good time and many intéresting 
facts were related about the jour- 
ney and the localities visited. Mr. 
Allen spoke of two things that 
seemed to impress him more deep- 
ly. than others; one. was the var- 
iety of interesting types of people 
among the 600 passengers and 400 
members of the crew on board 
ship (fully as interesting to him 
as the foreign countries visited), 
and the other was his visit to the 
famous Taj Mahal in India, the 
sight of which well repaid him for 
the long, stifling, hot railroad jour- 
ney inland that he had to take to 
reach it. 

The conclusions drawn by Mr. 
Allen from his experiences:in the 
four months’ cruise around the 
world were enlightening, and in- 
cluded the expression of his pride 
in being «an American, but also a 
humbleness on his part in the fact 
that he was fortunate enough to 
be born here of white parents in- 
stead of being born a member of 
the yellow or brown races of the 
world, where people were just as 
human, but whe had never had 
the advantages and opportunities 
offered in our country. 

Another fact’ that Impressed’ him 
after visiting so many _ foreign 
countries and peoples was that in 


knowing them better through per- | 


sotial acquaintance, he had a bet- 
ter understanding of them and 
their ‘probfems. And, he believed, 
that eventually the universal peace 
of the world would be brought 
about by a mutual understanding 
and knowledge ‘of the “other fel- 
low”; in other words, a greater 
intelligence on the part of all 
would tend to do away with wars 
in the future. 

The meeting was largely attend- 
ed and on the conclusion of Mr. 
Allen’s. remarks the president, 
Mrs. L. D. Temple, called for a 
rising vote of thanks from the 
members for the very enjoyable 
address. A social hour followed, 
giving the members an opportun- 
ity to question Mr. Allen further 
in regard to his trip and to par- 
take of Hght refreshments prepar- 
ed by the committee, of which 
Mrs. I. €.

valued at $2,764,880, it was 
nounced Wednesday by Horticul- 
tural Commissioner John P. Coy. 
There were 52,450 tons of juice 
grapes, 14,067 tons of table grapes, 
2,300 ‘tons of raisin grapes and 305 
tons of miscellaneous varieties, the 
report stated. 

San Bernardino County last sea- 
son ranked sixth in the state, with 
more than 35,000 aeres under grape 
cultivation. _ Shipments from this 
county passed the early season es- 
timate of 5,000 cars, while the en- 
tire state shipped more than 73,000. 
cars. The previous year Califor- 
nia’s grape shipments were 57,101 
carloads. 

Cucamonga is Leader 

Cucamonga and Wineville estab- 
lished themselves as the leading 
grape-producing districts of the 
county. Cucamonga produced 24,- 
045 tons of grapes and the vicinity 
of Wineville produced 19,980 tons. 

The distribution and division of 
the 1925 grape crop was announc- 
ed by Mr. Coy as follows:

Advertising Cuts Prices 

Persons who have not given the subject. of 
advertising serious thought: may be inclined 
to believe that standard products could be 
sold cheaper if the manufacturers did not 
spend so much money in advertising them. 
The “contrary is the truth, says the Hemet 
News. 

Every concern which seeks a general mar- 
ket for its goods finds it necessary to set 
aside a certain sum each year for advertising, 
and this is charged as a part of the operat- 
ing expenses, the same as rent, fuel and in- 
surance. The aim of the advertising manager 
is to buy ‘the largest possible circulation 
among persons who would be interested in 
his product. g 

Every manufacturer has certain fixed 
charges which must be paid out of the re- 
ceipts from the business, and the larger the 
volume of business that can be created the 
less per article is charged for the payment of 
overhead costs. This volume of business is 
obtained only by creating a demand for the 
goods, and it is most quickly and cheaply 
done by direct appeal through the newspapers. 

The same ‘principle which obtains in ‘the 
case of the general advertiser could be ap- 
plied in the business of the smallest merchant. 
The quicker the turnover which a dealer is 
able to make the sooner his profit is obtained 
and ‘the cash is put in the till for new pur- 
chases. Advertising of the practical kind will 
help to make quicker sales and more frequent 

profits. The result is that the retailer, with 
the aid of the general advertiser, is able to 
maintain standard prices and quality in the 
widely advertised articles.

Judge Charles L. Allison of : 
Superior Court has ‘given out his 
findings in the case of San Ber- 
nardino County vs the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway Company, in which 
the decision gives to the county 
San Antonio Park. 

The complete findings of the 
court are as follows: 

1—The Court finds that each and 
every allegation of plaintiff's com- 
plaint is true; 

2—The Court finds that each and 
every allegation of defendant’s 
answer is untrue; 

8—The Court finds that the 
premises described in plaintiff's 
complaint were in the year 1906 
largely planted to trees and used 
by the general public as a park 
and recreation ground, and were 
so used by the public for the pur- 
pose of playing tennis, baseball 
and other games, and continued to 
so use the same down to Sep- 
tember 30, 1909; 

4—That on the 30th day of Sep- 
tember, 1909, Charles Forman and 
Mary A. Forman, his wife. were 
the owners of the property de. 
scribed in plaintiffs complaint, to- 
gether with other property in the 
vicinity, consisting of a large num- 
ber of acres, and that on said 
date the said Charles Forman. and 
Mary A. Forman made and execut- 
ed a map of said lands and desig- 
nated the same as the San An- 
tonio Park Tract, and on said 
day filed the said map in the of- 
fice of the County Recorder of the 
County of San Bernardino, State 
of California, for record, and on 
said map the lands described in 
plaintiff's complaint were designat- 
ed “San Antonio Park,” and by

For Cal. Watersheds

lost watersheds afforded by the 
Santa Barbara, Angeles, San 
Bernardino and Cleveland na- 
tional forests, HE. A, Sherman, 
United States Forestry Service, 
testified Tuesday before - the 
Senate agricultural committee, 
says a Washington dispatch. 

Sherman was put on the 
stand by Senator Johnson, Re- 
publican, California, to tell of 
the need of fire protection in 

the Southern California nation- 
al forests, as provided for in 
the Lineberger-Johnson bill. 
The bill ealls for an annual ap- 
propriation from the govern- 
ment of $200,000 for five years, 
to be matched by the state, 
counties and municipalities. 

The associate forester  ex- 
plained that whereas the tim- 
ber in these forests was not as 
heavy..in the north and worth 
little,.the watershed it afford- 
ed for the fertile valley below 
made the approximately forty 
million gross acres of land in 
these forests worth between 
$800 and $1100 an aere. 

The fire hazard to Pasadena 
and other cities and towns on 
the fringe of, forests was 
brought out by Senator John- 
son. He told of the 1924 fire, 
when they feared communities 
would be wiped out by fire 
which raged unchecked for six 
weeks. * 

To extinguish this one fire 
alone, the government spent 
#300,000—more than an entire 
year’s appropriation being ask- 
ed.for in the bill, said John- 
son. ‘‘That is saying nothing 

oe the 35,000 aeres of land 
burned over and the damage 
Boe to the watershed.”’ 

Sherman impressed the com- 
raittee with the need of more 
adequate protection but ~be- 
cause of the budgetary, limita- 
tions he declined to come out 
fiatly in favor of the bill. 

“The government has about 
a million dollars to protect 
seventeen national forests in 
the state,” said Sherman. ‘‘We 
are trying to protect too much 

territory with too small a 
fund.”’
